Backers of the move said this 


morning their primary objection 
is the matter of location on prob- 
ably the choicest site in the 
downtown urban renewal zone. 
Need for the tower and its 107- 
unit size were secondary ques- 
tions.

"It is unfortunate that there 


is no way to raise the question 
of the location of the proposed 
senior citizens housing project, 
other than by this procedure 
which admittedly is somewhat 
drastic," said Atty. David Van- 
der Ploeg, a spokesman for the 
petitioners.

The city commission was not 


obligated to recognize the peti- 
tion at its meeting just before 
noon today and could proceed 
with acceptance or rejection of 
the construction contract.

Time Saved For A 


While, Anyway 


Thanks to Ally. Zoe E. Shaffer, in private life, Mrs. 


Robert Burkholz, of Benton Harbor, Michigan will not go on 
eastern daylight savings time for another few weeks. 


As a member of the State Board of Canvassers, she 


persuaded the board to hold up rectification of a petition to 
hold a referendum election in November. 


Had the petition been certified on Wednesday, the state 


would have moved to daylight savings time for at least six 
months until the election could decide which way the clocks 
should be set. 


The objective in the petition is to cancel a recent 


legislative enactment exempting Michigan from a federally 
imposed time bracket which would put the state in the same 
time zone with Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Philadelphia, 
Boston and New Nork City. 
. 
The effect of cancelling the exemption would make our 


area an hour ahead of Chicago the year around. 


Atty. Shafer's action stalls this shift to at least May 24th, 


the date set by the canvassing board for a public hearing- on 
the surface validity of the petitions. 


Frank Kelley, the state's attorney general, disputes th^ 


decision as an extra-legal judicial performance by 
the 


canvassing board. 


There is no court action in effect at this time, he argues, 


that would put the petition in a deep freeze. 


This is correct in the sense that no injunction from any 


court is holding the clock's hands. However, there are two 
cases on the proposition now passing through the appellate 
procedure. 


Atty. Shaffer reminded Kelley that four years ago he 


advised the board on a directly opposite course. This was on 
a 
referendum calling for 
Con-Con 
which was facing 


opposition in court. On Kelley's advice the canvassers held 
up certifying the election for Con-Con for six weeks.

circumstances today, but in trying to put the country on a 
uniform time zoning Congress followed state lines instead of 
longitudinal logic. The states within the four principal zones 
of the continental U.S. received the privilege of following oi- 
l-ejecting the Congressional change-over. 


The purpose mainly was to allow states such as Michigan 


which teeter between two time zones to throw in their 
celestial fortunes with one or the other. 


Unlike Solomon, however, who had the power to carve a 


child in half to settle the parenthood 
claims of 
two 


contesting women, the states can not split zones within their 
borders. 


.Moving under this all or nothing choice, the majority in 


the Michigan legislature voted to stay with eastern standard 
time which has been the state's time table since World War 
II days. 


'The petition seeking a referendum to repeal that enact- 


ment comes from the Detroit area whose business interests 
feel a kinship to the eastern cities. 


.This is the reverse of conditions in western Michigan 


whose affinity runs toward Chicago. 


The logical settlement would be to use Grand Rapids as a 


dividing line for the state. 


This the law does not permit. 
So for our best interests 
along the Lake 
Michigan 


shoreline we must do' battle as best we can with our Detroit 
brethren who, as Mohammed centuries ago abjured his 
followers, would turn their faces to the east. 


Working In The Shadows 
There has been considerable concern expressed over the 


lack of enthusiasm which many students in college today 
express for a career in business and industry. Many of them 
feel that the real challenges, opportunities and satisfactions 
lie in government service or in non-commercial research, 
educational or social service 
activities connected with 


colleges, universities or foundations. Might not part of this 
attitude be attributable to a publicity factor? 


Writing in The New York Times Magazine, Andrew 


Hacker, with Cornell University, lists six individuals who 
filled six of the most important offices in the United States 
at the beginning of this year. 


Three of them are familiar to almost everyone, Ronald 


Reagan, Governor of California, Lester Maddox, Governor of 
Georgia and Lurleen Wallace, Governor of Alabama. 


Few people in the United States would know the other 


three, either by sight or name, Haakon Romnes, chairman of 
American 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph, 
Gordon 
Metcalf, 


chairman of Sears, Roebuck & Company and Otto Miller, 
chairman of Standard Oil Company of California. 


The political figures are known because they are "news". 


They are involved in major controversies and issues. Their 
actions it is supposed will leave a lasting impact on the lives 
and affairs of millions of people. 


The other three men, virtually unknown, arc in positions 


of far greater power and influence. They head combined 
corporate organizations that employ over a million people 
with five time the combined payroll of California, Georgia 
and Alabama, the states governed by Reagan, Maddox and 
Mrs. Wallace. Their companies' total sales add up to some 
$20 billion while the three states California, Georgia and 
Alabama collect only around $4 billion in taxes a year. 


Hacker observes, "Though these men are representative 


of 
America's 
industrial 
and 
financial 
leadership, 
the 


curiosity is that the holders of such pervasive power and 
influence should remain anonymous, even invisible to the 
public eye." 


The fact is that corporate managers just aren't news- 


worthy. If they are successful, their companies are not 
involved in controversy and strife, which is after all the 
basis of news. 


Discussing what it takes to become the president of a 


major corporation, Hacker describes an unremitting routine 
of dedication to furthering the interests of the company 
which a young man must follow throughout his life from the 
time he joins the enterprise of his choice. After a lifetime 
spent adapting themselves to their company's requirements, 
Hacker suggests that corporation presidents may leave little 
imprint of their own individuality on the character, goals or 
performance of the organizations which they head. 


Many people familiar with corporate operation would be in 


sharp disagreement with this view. Despite the size of an 
organization, decisions must finally be made by individuals. 
Every company faces the necessity 
of producing in a 


competitive market a service or a product that many people 
need or want, something for which they will voluntarily pay. 
Jf it fails to be creative in this effort, even the biggest 
corporation will cease to exist. 


• It seems doubtful if presidents of major corporations could 
leave individuality and personal vision out of their mental 
processes in forming the decisions required of them. There is 
j)0 textbook formula to be followed in the commitment of 
pillions of dollars of capital 
to worldwide enterprises 


affecting hundreds of thousands of jobs and the shape of 
the future for tens of millions of people. 


Young people should consider this as they seek a career 
that offers challenge and the opportunity for «n individual 
with ability to leava the world a better place than he found
